meetin gs, an d we kn ow where they are an d 
have the n ames an d ad d resses of the lead ers 
an d the most rad ical An archists, so that we 
can reach them in case of trouble.

meet in sm aller n um bers than before, hut 
there are more of them, an d they con d uct 
their meetin gs d ifferen tly. 
There is n ot so

W hy the wife of a trusted employe 
of the Coun ty Board is the organ izer an d 
teacher in on e of these schools, an d there are 
n o less than 5,000 able-bod ied An archists in 
Chicago, to-d ay, read y an d organ ized , w ait­ 
in g for the appoin ted -time. 
Trouble must

C h ic a g o , N o v. 13.—T he Timen says: An 
archy is not dead or even sleeping.

Inspector Bonfield, who is 
known to have kept detectives watching 
every movement of the Anarchists for the 
past few weeks, when asked yesterday if 
there were many Anarchists at the celebra­ 
tion, replied: “ Yes, there were. 
Most, of 
them were Anarchists." 
“ Then you think they are slill organized 
and have a large membership 1 ” 
“ I huve had men out looking up their 
meetings, and we know where they are and 
have the names and addresses of the leaders 
and the most radical Anarchists, so that we 
can reach them in case of trouble. 
They 
meet in smaller numbers than Iiefore, blit 
there arc more of them, and they conduct 
their meetings differently. 
There is not so 
much preparation at meetings for fighting 
and drilling with arms and explosives, but 
wbal

dangerous,

The worst thing about it is 
that they have several schools here for teach 
iug anarchy which they call “ Anarchy Sun­ 
day Schools.”

W hy the wife of a trusted employe 
of the County Board is the organizer and 
teacher in one of these schools, and there are 
no less Ilian 5,000 able-bodied Anarchists in 
'hicago, to-day, ready and organized, w ait­ 
ing for the appointed -time. 
Trouble must 
come sooner or later. 
They have set a day 
>r it at headquarters, but in the meantime 
they

to carry 
out their 
object 
destruction

and order institutions. 
They sent out circu­ 
lars before the election, asking Legislativo 
candidates for an expression of their opinion 
ou the State conspiracy law enacted at the 
last ses ión of the Legislature. 
Many of the 
candidates replied that they were in favor of 
modification of that law, and some of these 
mdidates were elected too. 
So you see they 
are becoming wiser, and consequently more 
dangerous, because the most radical of them 
are afraid to experiment together with explo­ 
sives as long as the law is as it is.” 
“ You say they have a day set for an up

ou any information of the Internationals ?” 
“ Yea, much more than I can give you.

WHY CLEVELAND WAS DEFEATED. 


The Democratic Washington 
Sentinel dis­ 
cusses at great length the causes of Mr. 
Cleveland’s defeat. 
It charges the whole re 
spousibility upon the President himself. 
He 
acted from.the first upon the assumption that 
he was elected on his personal merits, and not 
because the country wished a change from 
Republican to Democratic rule. 
He used his 
civil service pretensions as an excuse for keep­ 
ing Republicans in otlice, but without en 
forcing the civil service law and eonqxilling 
them to observe it. 
He assumed to “ run the 
government ” as no other President had ever 
done, and that, too, with a verv imperfect 
knowledge of its needs. 
The Cabinet never 
exerted the least influence on executive acts; 
Senators, 
Representatives 
and 
recognized 
state and local leaders were contemptuously 
treated and their counsel spurned; the tariff 
issue was forced upon the party without eon 
suiting the Cabinet and made the only issue 
of the campaign when there was not time for 
its full discussion; a few favorites like Scott 
of Pennsylvania, who had recently come to 
the 
front 
as 
a 
leader, 
began 
open war on Mr. Randall and others who 
were at least entitled to forbearance and 
should have been invited to friendly confer­ 
ence. 
Mr. Cleveland is accused of doing all 
the work of evil himself; “ in his masterly 
self-wisdom he dug the pit into which the 
Deuiocracy^has fallen.” 
And the 
Sentinel, 
published and read right under his nose, 
cruelly informs him that he w ill go out of 
olliec on the 4th of March next an exception 
to all his predecessors without regard to 
party. 
“ lie will not leave a single friend to 
mourn his loss sincerely. 
He came iu by ac­ 
cident, and lie will go out by general con­ 
sent." 
This is in accordance with the general pre- 
diction of what would follow 
Mr. Cleve­ 
land^ defeat. 
He was sure to be made the 
scapegoat for all the blunders and sins of his 
party, 
lie can safely tie cursed and kicked 
because he is out, while Mr. Carlisle, who 
packed the Ways and Means Committee with 
free traders, and even Mr. 
Mills, 
who de­ 
vised the bill which bears his name, must be 
spared because they are coming back to Con­ 
gress. 
But a fairer sentiment, such as pre­ 
vails at the North, will say that Mr. Cleve­ 
land fell because of his too great anxiety to 
prove him self a Democrat. 
W hen, he went 
to W ashington lie was so universally under­ 
stood to be a protectionist that Mr. Randall 
vouched for him. 
But when he got there the 
Confederate Brigadiers of the South took him 
in hand and whipped him into the free trade 
traces. 
There was nothing else for him to 
do if he desired a renomination. 
He might 
have gone out with honor if he had stood by 
his objections to a second term, for he then 
would have been able to resist the blandish­ 
ments of the Solid South. 
But the Briga­ 
diers felt it necessary to use him, because he 
was the only man in the United States who 
could give the ghost of a promise of leading 
them to victory and making that victory 
worth the winning. 
It was Mr. Cleveland’s 
weakness in yielding to the enem ies of the 
country's industries that caused him to fall. 
He has made a weaker candidate than they 
anticipated, but where is the man in the 
Dem ocratic party who would have been 
stronger ? 
Not Samuel J. Randall, because 
he could not even have been nominated. Not 
Speaker Carlisle, for even the South still ad­ 
mits that it would he dangerous to nominate 
a Southern man. All protectionist Democrats 
were ruled out by « he South, while Mr. 
Cleveland was not more objectionable to the 
Nortli than any other fre® trader. 
The party has been beaUn and Mr. Cleve­ 
land with it because it thrust forward the 
free trade issue. 
This did not make its first 
appearance in the President’s I>;cemher m es­ 
sage, but in the Morrison bills of the forty- 
eighth 
and forty-ninth 
Congresses. 
Mr. 
Cleveland's message was but the ecio of these 
bills- It merely committed the ad m hist rat ion 
to the M ills bill and made its pa.ssag* possi­ 
ble. 
The party is disposed to mistake he ef­ 
fect for the cause. 
The Dceemlx-r message 
was forced upon him by the Southern leao>rs, 
who had held up the menace of free trale 
for years. 
It is the free trade Democratic party, the 
party that declared war upon the interests of 
the North long before Mr. Cleveland was 
heard of outside of Buffalo, that has been re­ 
buked, and the defeat of its candidate is but 
an incident of the great overthrow. 
Mr. 
Cleveland is not a great man; he failed to rise 
to a comprehension of 
the full magni­ 
tude 
of 
his 
responsibilities. 
But 
we still incline to think that he was “ better 
than his party,” and would have given the 
country a tolerably creditable admistration 
if the party that took him in charge had been 
as honest, as decent, and as destitute of mal­ 
ice as him self. 
New York does not like to 
see the process of kicking him after he is 
‘dow n, begun by the very South that misled 
and betrayed him, because N ew York re­ 
members that in the office of Governor he 
developed some excellent executive qualities. 


THE ELECTORAL COLLEGE. 


Since the election the Democratic newspa­ 
pers announce that they are tired of the 
Electoral College, and iu favor of choosing 
Presidents by the direct vote of the no o p ic.

. — ixiat Gen. Harrison will be found 
ill the majority when the popular 
vote is counted, but this is because there is no 
inducement in half a dozen states of the Solid 
South to get out the vote. The colored voters 
being kept awmy from the polls, it was only 
necessary for enough Democrats to turn out 
to go through the forms of an election. 
There is always sure to be a large majority 
where only one party is allowed to vote. 
The Electoral College was a Southern de­ 
vice. 
It gave the South representation fcr its 
slaves in the Electoral College, by adding 
three-fifths of them to the white population 
in the Congressional and Electoral apportion­ 
ment. 
It also gave advantage to states of 
small population by allowing two Electors, 
called Electors-at-Large.^or the two Sena­ 
tors. 
T his gave Delaware three Electors by 
the census of 1880, or one for every 48,860 
of its population, while New York received 
20, or one to 141,19 1 of population. 
Thus a 
voter in Delaware has three times the power 
of « voter in N ew York, and a voter in Flor­ 
ida tw ice as much power as one in Massachu­ 
setts. 
T his advantage is of course greatly 
augm ented when the voter, lies ides casting 


his own ballot, has the power by the use of his 
shotgun to keep two voters of antagonistic 
polities at home. 
The Republican party without doubt would 
gladly join with the Democratic in abolishing 
this superfluous and antiquated system and 
relic of slavery, if perfect freedom of suf­ 
frage under the constitution were permitted 
in every state. 
But iu order to make the 
change the constitution must be amended, 
and 
it 
is 
very 
doubtful 
whetlrer 
the 
Legislatures 
of 
two-thirds 
of 
the states can be persuaded to ratify an 
amendment w hen its effect would be to make 
more effective the crimes against the ballot 
in the South. 
The constitution will have to 
stand, though the Electoral College gives an 
increased advantage to the South as com­ 
pared with slavery times, by including the 
entire colored population in the basis of rep­ 
resentation 
instead 
of 
u part, 
though 
the blacks have no more influence in deciding 
&n election than when they were held as chat 
tels. 
The electoral machinery has its ad­ 
vantages in aiding a quick determination of 
results, which would not be possible if the 
election were by popular vote and the con 
test a close one. 
This advantage was of less 
consequence when the states 
were few, 
the 
vole 
small, 
and 
communication 
slow. 
The 
system 
lias 
its 
merits 
as well us defects, and one of its great merits, 
for which the whole country will yet be 
grateful, is in the fact that it made the elec­ 
tion of Benjamin Harrison easy and placed 
the decision at once beyond the reach of con­ 
troversy. 
The Democrats can show their faith in a 
popular vote in another way less tedious and 
uncertain than through 
a 
constitutional 
amendment, by moving to make the choice 
of Electors by districts, a single Elector to 
each district, exactly as Representatives are 
chosen. 
The Constitution gives to each state 
the choice of methods. 
It can give the ap­ 
pointment 
of 
electors 
to 
the 
Gov 
ernor 
or 
Legislature, 
or 
to

it shall not i)e law ful for said Boards of Supervisors 
in any one y ear to au d it as against said counties a n ­ 
other ml! or account than such as shall have been 
deposited in said boxes or otherwise in their posses 
sion, upon tne m orning of the fouith day of tne an 
nual m eeting of said Board, except bills for the ser 
vice of Supervisors, the ir Clerks and Janitors, and 
except bills for the services or disbursem ents ren 
dereil or m ade during the session of the Boards. 
(Id $1). 
The above provision applies to all claim s, w hat 
ever their form , w hich are required by law to lie 
transm itted to the Supervisors for audit, save those 
specifically excepted.

forcing the civil service law and compelling 
them to observe it. 
He assumed to “ run the 
government ” as no other President had ever 
done, and that, too, with a very imperfect 
knowledge of its needs. 
The Cabinet never 
exerted the least influence on executive acts; 
Senators, Representatives 
and 
recognized 
state and local leaders were contemptuously 
treated and their counsel spurned; the tariff 
issue was forced upon the party without con­ 
sulting the Cabinet and made the only issue 
of the campaign when there was not time for 
its full discussion; a few favorites like Scott 
of Pennsylvania, who had recently come to 
the 
front 
as 
a 
leader, 
began 
open war on Mr. Randall and others who 
were at least entitled to forbearance and 
should have been invited to friendly confer­ 
ence. 
Mr. Cleveland is accused of doing all 
the work of evil himself; “ in his masterly 
self-wisdom he dug the pit into which the 
Democracy¡^has fallen.” 
And the Sentinel, 
published and read right under his nose, 
cruelly informs him that he will go out of 
office on the 4th of March next an exception 
to all his predecessors w ithout regard to 
party. 
“ He will not leave a single friend to 
mourn his loss sincerely. 
He came in by ac 
cidcnt, and he will go out by general con 
sent.” 
This is in accordance with the general pie 
diction of what would follow Mr. Clevc 
land’s defeat. 
He was sure to be made the 
scapegoat for all the blunders and sins of his 
party. 
He can safely t>e cursed and kicked 
because he is out, while Mr. Carlisle, who 
packed the W ays and Means Committee with 
free traders, and even Mr. Mills, who dc 
vised the bill which bears his name, m ust be 
spared because they are coming back to Con 
gress. 
But a fairer sentim ent, such as pre 
vails at the North, will say that Mr. Cleve 
laud fell because of his too great anxiety to 
prove himself a Democrat. 
W hen, he went 
to W ashington he was so universally under 
stood to be a protectionist that Mr. Randall 
vouched for him. 
But when he got there the 
Confederate Brigadiers of the South took him 
in hand and whipped him into the free trade 
traces. 
There was nothing else for him to 
do if he desired a renom ination. 
He m ight 
have gone out with honor if he had stood by 
his objections to a second term , for he then 
would have been able to resist the blandish 
ments of the Solid South. 
But the Briga 
dicrs felt it necessary to use him, because he 
was the only man in the United States who 
could give the ghost of a promise of leading 
them to victory and m aking that victory 
worth the winning. 
It was Mr. Cleveland 
weakneas in yielding to the enemies of the 
. 
country’s industries that caused him to fall 
lie has made a weaker candidate than they 
anticipated, but where is the man in the 
Dem ocratic party who would have been 
stronger ? 
Not Samuel J. Randall, because 
he could not even have been nominated. Not 
Speaker Carlisle, for even the South still ad­ 
mits that it would he dangerous to nominate 
a Southern man. All protectionist Democrats 
were ruled out by the South, while Mr. 
Cleveland was not more objectionable to the 
N orth than any other free trader. 
The party has been beaUn and Mr. Cleve­ 
land with it because it thrust forward the 
free trade issue. 
T his did not make its first 
appearance in the President’s December m es­ 
sage, but in the Morrison bills of the forty- 
eighth 
and forty-ninth 
Congresses. 
Mr. 
Cleveland’s message was but the ec»o of these 
bills It merely committed the adm histratioú 
to the Mills bill and made its passagt possi­ 
ble. 
The party is disposed to m istake he ef­ 
fect for the cause. 
The Dccemlter me.gage 
was forced upon him by the Southern leao»rs, 
who had held up the menace of free trale 
for years. 
It is the free trade Democratic party, the 
party that declared war upon the interests of 
the North long before Mr. Cleveland was 
heard of outside of Buffalo, that has been re­ 
buked, and the defeat of its candidate is but 
an incident of the great overthrow. 
Mr. 
Cleveland is not a great m an; he failed to rise 
to a comprehension of 
the full m agni­ 
tude 
of 
his 
responsibilities. 
But 
we still incline to think that he was “ better 
than his party,” and would have given the 
country a tolerably creditable admistration 
if the party that took him in charge had been 
as honest, as decent, and as destitute of m al­ 
ice as himself. 
New York does not like to 
see the process of kicking him after he is 
•down, begun by the very South that misled 
and betrayed him , because New York re­ 
m embers that in the office of Governor he 
developed some excellent executive qualities. 


his own ballot, has the power by the use of his 
shotgun to keep two voters of antagonistic 
politics at home. 
The Republican party without doubt would 
gladly join with the Democratic in abolishing 
thi9 superfluous and antiquated system and 
relic of slavery, if perfect freedom of suf­ 
frage under the constitution were permitted 
in every state. 
But in order to make the 
hange the constitution must be amended, 
and 
it 
is 
very 
doubtful 
whether 
the 
Legislatures 
of 
two-thirds 
of 
the states can be persuaded to ratify an 
amendment when its effect would be to make 
more effective the crimes against the ballot 
In the South. 
The constitution will have to 
stand, though the Electoral College gives an 
increased advantage to the South as com­ 
pared with slavery times, by including the 
entire colored population in the basis of rep­ 
resentation 
instead 
of 
a part, 
though 
the blacks have no more influence in deciding 
an election than when they were held as chat­ 
tels. 
The electoral m achinery has its ad­ 
vantages in aiding a quick determination of 
results, which would not be possible if the 
election were by popular vote and the con 
test a close one. 
This advantage was of less 
consequence when the states 
were few, 
the 
vote 
small, 
and 
communication 
slow. 
The 
sjstem 
has 
its 
merits 
as well as defects, and one of its great merits, 
for which the whole country will yet be 
grateful, is in the fact that it made the elec­ 
tion of Benjamin Harrison easy and placed 
the decision at once beyond the reach of con 
troversy. 
The Democrats can show their faith in £ 
popular vote in another way less tedious and 
uncertain than through 
a 
constitutional 
amendment, by moving to make the choice 
of Electors by districts, a single Elector to 
eaeh district, exactly as Representatives are 
chosen. 
The Constitution gives to each slate 
the choice of methods. 
It can give the ap 
pointment 
of 
electors 
to 
the 
Gov 
ernor 
or 
Legislature, 
or 
to 
the 
Governor and Senate; it can elect them on a 
general ticket, or it can distribute them by 
districts. 
The Democratic party has an ex 
cellent opportunity to make a beginning in 
New' Jersey, Indiana, Kentucky and Mis 
souri’ where it has the Legislatures and Gov 
ernors, as well as throughout the Solid South 
If it will set the exam ple there is little doubt 
that the Republican Legislatures of New 
York, Connecticut, W est Virginia and sev 
eral other doubtful states will be willing to 
fall into line.

inducem ent in half a dozen states of the Solid 
South to get out the vote. The colored voters 
being kept away from the polls, it was only 
necessary for enough Democrats to turn out 
to go through the form s of an election. 
T here is always sure to be a large m ajority 
where only one party is allowed to vote. 
The Electoral College was a Southern de­ 
vice. 
It gave the South representation fcr its 
slaves in the Electoral College, by adding 
three-fifths of them to the white populction 
in the Congressional and Electoral apportion­ 
ment. 
It also gave advantage to states of 
small population by allowing two Electors, 
called Electors-at-Large,*for the two Sena­ 
tors. 
This gave Delaware three Electors by 
the census of 1880, or one for every 48,860 
of its population, while N ew York received 
26, or one to 141,191 of population. 
Thus a 
voter in Delaware has three times the power 
o f n voter in New York, and a voter in Flor­ 
ida tw ice as much power as one in Massachu­ 
setts. 
This advantage is of course greatly 
augmented when the voter, liesides casting

It will be quite necessary for parties 
having claim s against the County of U lster to make 
them out on these blanks, as the'B oard a t their last 
annual session passed a resolution “ that the form of 
oath to be attached to claim s hereafter presented to 
the Board of Supervisors fcr audit ana allowance 
shall contain a clause ‘ th at no port of the claim lias 
been presented to any previous Board ’ and in de­ 
fault thereof no such claims shall be audited or al­ 
lowed.” 
The act cf 1861 (Chap. 83), as am ended in 1862, 
(Chap. 345), provides a time and m anner of present­ 
ing accounts for audit in certain counties and also 
provides that the act shall apply to any county the 
Supervisors of which shall adopt the same. Tlie act 
is as follows: 
“The Supervisors of the counties of Onondaga, 
Tioga, Oneida, I ulton, Monroe, Broome, Delaware, 
C iyuga, Orange, Jefferson, Richmond, Livingston, 
Chenango.; Chemung, Ulster, Dutchess, Steuben, 
N itgara, Columbia aiid H erkim er, by their clerks, 
shall provide boxes with suitable inscriptions there­ 
on a a i w h openings in the top, to be kept in the 
offices of the clerks of said counties and in their 
ctanrge under lock and key, in which shall be de­ 
posited by said clerks all accounts aud claims 
against said counties duly verified according to law; 
and w henever such boards shall severally for them 
selves order, the clerks of said boards shall take 
from said boxes all bills and accounts against said 
counties, which they shall then file and num ber anti 
it shall not be lawful for said Boards of Supervisors 
in any one y ear to audit as against said counties any 
other bill or account than such as shall have teen 
deposited in said boxes or otherwise in their posses­ 
sion, upon tne morning of the fouith day of tne an ­ 
nual m eeting of said Board, except bills for the ser­ 
vice of Supervisors, their Clerks and Janitors, and 
except bills for the services or disbursem ents ren­ 
dered or m ade during the session of the Boards.” 
(Id SD. 
The above provision applies to all claims, w hat­ 
ever their form, which are required by law to be 
transm itted to the Supervisors for audit, save those 
specifically excepted. Thus a judgm ent, although 
a legal claim upon the county, m ust be presented. 
(Burrow's vs. Sion roe, 23 How. 395. 
The Clerks of the Board of Supervisors of the 
several counties named in this act shall annually 
ñ 
ive tictice, in at least two of the new spapers pub- 
shed in said counties, of the l ime of holding the 
annual m eeting of said Boards m each year, to be 
iusei ted in said papers a t least once in each week 
for four weeks previous to such meetings and re­ 
quiring all persons having bills or accounts against 
the said counties to depo.-it the. sam e with tbe 
County Clerk, duly verified, on or before the third 
day of the next uunnal meeting of said Boards aud 
in default thereof that such bills or accounts will 
not be audited by said annual meetings. iLaws 1861, 
Chap. ^3, §6.

W EATH ER SIG N A LS FOR RONDOUT. 


W lm t P u b lic Sp irited Citlaens H a v e D o ne 
fo r th o B en efit o f th e Co m m unity . 
The introduction of one new culture is worth much 
to a community .—Th o ma s Jefferso n . 
A number of public spirited citizens of 
Rondout hav e placed on the Mansion House 
a “ Weather Signal,” furnished by the “ In­ 
land Weather Signal Station Company , of 
the State of New-York.” It is stated that it 
is a complete weather signal station, foretell 
ing the weather within a radius of from 
1 to 500 milesv 
The difference in the weather in short dis­ 
tances is said to arise from the peculiar or 
combined formation of mountains, v alley s 
and streams. 
Six instruments are in con­ 
stant operation in “ the still alarm.” These 
instruments combined 
are 
therefore the 
weather prophet for 
the locality where 
placed, forecasting in all seasons of the y ear 
rain, thunder showers, snow, sleet, frost, 
wind storms, etc. 
Upon the roof of the Mansion House are 
placed two wheeled instruments. 
The ane­ 
mometer, with four half spheres placed at 
right angles, rev olv es on a shaft. 
Alongside 
is the anemoscope. 
Both these instruments 
transmit by wire to dial cy linders in an 
oaken cabinet placed on the side of the build­ 
ing, whic h interpret the speed of the wind 
and the approach of storms from different 
points of the compass. 
A bronze mercury 
barometer and a thermometer arc suspended 
in the indicator cabinet. 
In the center of the cabinet are instruc­ 
tions setting forili how to read the weather 
for summer and autumn, winter and spring. 
All the changes for these div isions are so 
plain that any one can readily understand 
them. 
The weather indicator attracts atten­ 
tion, and in all probability will be frequently 
consulted.

Solomon Brown, of Kingston, died at 1 
o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Brown was born 
October 4, 1804. 
He was a son of Seth 
Brown, of Salem, Washington County . 
He 
receiv ed a common school education. 
When 
a y oung man he went to Rochester City aud 
learned the trade b f a hatter. 
He took a trip 
on the first railroad passenger train in regular 
serv ice in America, running between Albany 
and Schenectady . In 1832 Brown came to 
Ulster .County and entered the hotel business 
as a partner of Thomas Clark, his uncle. For 
a short time he 
ran upon a 
steam­ 
boat 
upon 
Hie 
Hudson 
Riv er, 
but 
soon drifted back into the hotel business. In 
1840 he took charge of the Ulster County 
House, which stood near the Court House, 
Kingston. 
In 1847 he was proprietor of the 
Schry v er Hotel,, on Clinton-av enue. 
In 1849 
lie was proprietor of the Mansion House, 
Rondout. In 1853 he permanently located at 
the Kingston Hotel, on Crown-strect, Kings 
ton. 
His house was the place of notable 
gatherings. 
Here the military had their 
famous 
balls. 
Brown 
was 
a 
fav orite 
with 
military 
men. 
being 
a 
friend 
of General Samson, Colonel Pratt and others. 
At his house the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and many lawy ers stopped. 
Brown 
was a man of few words, but he was king in 
his own hotel. 
He was strict in observ ing 
the law on Sunday s. He was possessed of great 
muscular strength. It is said he nev er struck 
a man. 
When he wished to quell a disturb­ 
ance lie laid hands upon the offender and if 
he deserv ed it carried or threw him outside 
the door. 
Mr. Brown was a temperate man 
in all his habits. 
He was passionately fond 
of music, was an excellent singer, and for 
y ears was President of the Ulster County 
Musical Association. 
He was a patriotic 
man. 
During the .war he v isited the front 
twice as the guest of the Old Twentieth Regi­ 
ment, of Ulster County . 
Mr. Brown was a 
warm 
adv ocate 
of 
the claims of 
the 
soldier. 
He

soldiers. 
I was there during the war.

know’ the hardships soldiers encountered.

Mr. Brown married Miss Belinda 
Hauv er iu 1835. 
There is no liv ing issue. 
Mrs. 
Brown died some y ears ago.

Brown retired from activ e business 20 y ears 
ago. 
His health was good, aud he was phy ­ 
sically strong until about two y ears ago. 
Since then he has been an inv alid, gradually 
wasting away . 
The funeral will be held 
from bis residence at 2:30 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon; interment priv ate.

W EATHER SIGNALS FOR RONDOUT. 


W h a t P u b lic S p irite d C itlse n s H a v e D one 
fo r th e B e n e fit o f th e C o m m u n ity . 
The introduction of one new culture is worth much 
to a com m unity.—Thomas Jefferson. 
A number of public spirited citizens of 
Rondout have placed on the Mansion House 
a “ W eather Signal,” furnished by the “ In ­ 
land W eather Signal Station Company, of 
the State of New-York.” 
It is stated that it 
is a complete weather signal station, foretell 
ing the weather within a radius of from 
1 to 500 milcn. 
The difference in the weather in short dis 
tanecs is said to arise from the peculiar or 
combined form ation of mountains, valleys 
and streams. 
Six instrum ents are in con­ 
stant operation in “ the still alarm ." 
These 
instruments combined 
are 
therefore the 
weather prophet for 
the locality where 
placed, forecasting in all seasons of the year 
rain, thunder showers, snow, sleet, frost, 
wind storms, etc. 
Upon the roof of the Mansion House are 
placed two wheeled instruments. 
The ane­ 
mometer, with four half spheres placed at 
right angles, revolves on a shaft. 
Alongside 
is tlie anemoscope. 
Both these instrum ents 
transm it by wire to dial cylinders in an 
oaken cabinet placed on the side of the build­ 
ing. which interpret the speed of the wind 
and the approach of storms from different 
points of the compass. 
A bronze mercury 
barometer aud a thermometer are suspended 
in the indicator cabinet. 
In the center of the cabinet are instruc­ 
tions setting forth how to read the weather 
for summer and autum n, winter and spring. 
All the changes for these divisions are so 
plain that any one can readily understand 
them. 
The weather indicator attracts atten­ 
tion, and in all probability will be frequently 
consulted.

Solomon Brown, of Kingston, died at 1 
o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Brown was born 
October 4, 1804. 
He was a son of Seth 
Brown, of Salem, W ashington County. 
He 
received a common school education. 
When 
a young man he went to Rochester City aud 
learned the trade hf a hatter. 
He took a trip 
on the first railroad passenger train in regular 
service in America, running between Albany 
and Schenectady. In 1832 Brown came to 
Ulster .County and entered the hotel business 
as a partner of Thomas Clark, his uncle. For 
short time he 
ran 
upon 
a 
steam­ 
boat 
upon 
the 
Hudson 
River, 
but 
soon drifted back into the hotel business. In 
1840 lie took charge of the Ulster County 
House, which stood near the Court House, 
Kingston. 
In 1847 he was proprietor of the 
Schry ver H otel, on Clinton-avenue. 
In 1849 
he was proprietor of the Mansion House, 
Rondout. In 1853 lie permanently located at 
the Kingston Hotel, on Crown-strcct, Kings­ 
ton. 
His house was the place of notable 
gatherings. 
Here the military had their 
famous 
balls. 
Brown was 
a 
favorite 
with 
m ilitary 
men. 
being 
a 
friend 
of General Samson, Colonel Pratt and others. 
At his house the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and many lawyers stopped. 
Brown 
was a man of few words, but he was king in 
his own hotel. 
He was strict in observing 
the law on Sundavs. He was possessed of great 
muscular strength. It is said he never struck 
a man. 
When be wished to quell a disturb­ 
ance he laid hands upon the offender and if 
he deserved it carried or threw him outside 
the door. 
Mr. Brown was a temperate man 
in all his habits. 
He was passionately fond 
of music, was an excellent singer, and for 
years was President of tbe Ulster County 
Musical Association. 
He was a patriotic 
man. 
During the .war be visited tlic front 
twice as the guest of the Old Twentieth Regi­ 
ment, of Ulster County. 
Mr. Brown was a 
warm 
advocate 
of 
tbe claims of 
tbe 
soldier. 
He 
would 
say “ But 
for my 
age 
I 
would 
have 
been 
soldiers. 
I was there during tbe war. 
I 
know the hardships soldiers encountered. 
I 
know bow they fought. 
I passed over a bat 
tle-tíeld, and I never wunt to see another. 
They deserve everything a Nation can do for 
them.” 
Mr. Brown married Miss Belinda 
Ilauver in 1835. 
There is no living issue. 
Mrs. 
Brown died some years ago. 
Mr. 
Brown retired from active business 20 j-ears 
ago. 
His health was good, uud he was pbv- 
sieallj- strong until about two years ago. 
Since then be lias lieen an invalid, gradually 
wasting away. 
The funeral will be held 
from bis residence at 2:30 o’clock to-morrow 
afternoon; interment private.

Mr. Cleveland Is accused of doing all 
the work of evil himself; “ in his masterly 
selfw isdom he dug the pit into which the 
Democracy^has fallen.” 
And the Sentinel, 
published and read right under his nose, 
cruelly informs him that he will go out of 
olliec on the 4th of March next an exception 
to all his predecessors without regard to 
party. 
“ He will not leave a single friend to 
mourn his loss sincerely. 
He c ame in by ac­ 
cident. and he will go out by general con­ 
sent." 
This is in accordance with the general pre­ 
diction of what would follow .Mr. Cleve 
land s defeat. 
He was sure to tie made the 
scapegoat for all the blunders and sins of his 
party. 
Ile can safely tie cursed and kicked 
because he is out, while Mr. Carlisle, who 
packed the W ays and Means Committee with 
free traders, and even Mr. 
Mills, who de­ 
vised the bill w hich bears his name, m ust be 
spared because they are coming back to C on­ 
gree. 
Rut a fairer sentim ent, such as pre­ 
vails at the N orth, will «ajr that Mr. Cleve­ 
land fell because of his too great anxiety to 
prove Ii im sci f a Democrat. 
Whelk he went 
to W ashington lie was so universally under­ 
stood to L- a protectionist that Mr. Randall 
vouched for him. 
Rut when he got there I he 
Confederate Rrigadii rs of the South took him 
In hand and whipped him into the free trade 
traces. 
There was nothing else for him to 
do if lie desired a renom ination. 
He m ight 
have gone out with honor if he had stood by 
his objections to it second term , for he then 
would have been able to resist the blandish 
m enu of the Solid South. 
Rut lite Rriga 
diers felt it necessary to use him. liecause he 
was the only man in the United States who 
could give the ghost of a promise of leading 
them to victory and m aking Hint victory 
worth the winning. 
It was Mr. Cleveland'* 
weakness in yielding to the enemies of the 
country's industries that caused him to fall. 
Ile has mode a weaker candidate than they

The colored voters 
being kept away from the polls, it was only 
necessary for enough Democrats to turn oui 
to go through the form s of an election 
T here is alw ays sure to be a large m ajority 
w lure only one party is allowed to vote. 
The Electoral College was a Southern de­ 
vice. 
It gave the South representation for its 
slaves in the Electoral College, by adding 
three-fifths of them to the white population 
in the Congressional and Electoral apportion 
m cnt. 
It ah o gave advantage to states of 
sm all population by allowing two Electors, 
called Electors at Largc,*for the two Sena­ 
tor*. This gnve Delaware three Electors by 
the census of I SSO, or one for every 48,800 
of its population, while New York received 
S t, or one to 141,191 of population. 
T hus a 
voter in Delaware has three times the power 
of a voter in New York. am. a voter in F lor­ 
ida twice as much power as one In Massachu­ 
setts. This advantage la of course greatly 
augmented when the voter, besides casting 


his own ballot, has the power by the useof his 
shotgun to keep two voters of antagonistic 
politics ai home. 
The Republican party without doubt would 
gladly join with the Democratic in abolishing 
this superfluous and antiquated system and 
relic of slavery, if perfect freedom of suf­ 
frage under the constitution were perm itted 
in every state. 
Rut iu order to make the 
change the constitution must lie amended, 
and 
it 
is 
very 
doubtful 
whether 
the 
Legislatures 
of 
two-thirds 
of 
the states can 
Ik* persuaded to rutifv au 
am endm ent when its effect would Ire to make 
more effective the crimes against the ballot 
In the South. 
The constitution will have to 
stand, though the Electoral College gives an 
increased advantage to the South as com ­ 
pared with slavery times, by including the 
entire colored population In the basis of rep­ 
resentation 
instead 
of 
u part, 
though 
the M arks iiave no more influence in deciding 
an election than when they were held as chat 
leis. 
The electoral machinery has its ad 
vantages in aiding a quick determ ination of 
results, which would not be possible if the 
election were by popular vote and the con 
test a close one. 
This advantage was of less 
consequence when the states 
were few, 
the 
vote 
small, 
and 
communication 
slow. 
The 
sj stem 
has 
its 
merits 
as well us defects, and one of its great merits, 
for which the whole country will yet be 
grateful, Is in the fact that it made the clee 
lion of Benjamin Harrison easy and placed 
the decision at once lieyond the reach of con­ 
troversy. 
T he Democrats can show their faith in a 
popular vote in another way less tedious and 
uncertain than through 
n 
constitutional 
amendm ent, by moving to make tile cholee 
of Electors tty districts, a single Elector to 
each district, exactly as Representatives are 
chosen. 
The Constitution gives to each state 
the choice of methods. 
It can give the a p ­ 
pointm ent 
of 
electors 
to 
the 
Gov 
ernor 
or 
Legislature, 
or 
to 
the 
Governor and Senate; it can elect them on a 
general ticket, or it can distribute them by 
districts. 
The Democratic party bas uu ex­ 
cellent opportunity to make a lieginning in 
New Jersey, Indiana, Kentucky and 
Mis 
souri' where it has the Legislature* and Gov­ 
ernors, as well us throughout the Solid South 
If it will set the example there is little doubt 
that the Republican legislatures of New 
York. Connecticut, West V irginia and sev

A num ber of public spirited citizens of 
Rondout have placed on the Mansion House 
u “ W eather Signal," furnished by the “ In ­ 
land W eather -Signal Station Company, of 
the State of New Y ork.” 
It is stated that it 
is a complete weather signal station, foretell 
ing tilt1 weather within a radius of from 
I to SOO mileo. 
The difference in the weather in short dis­ 
tances is said to arise from the peculiar or 
combined form ation of mountains, valleys 
and streams. 
Mix instrum ents are in con 
stunt operation in “ the still alarm .” 
Those 
instrum ents combined 
are 
therefore the 
w eather prophet for 
the locality where 
placed, forecasting In all seasons of the year 
rain, thunder showers, snow, sleet, frost, 
wind storms, etc. 
Upon the roof of the Mansion House are 
placed two wheeled instrum ents. 
The ane­ 
mometer. with four half spheres placed at 
right angles, revolves on a shaft. 
Alongside 
is the anemoscope. 
Rot!) these instrum ents 
transm it bv wire to dial cylinders in nu 
oaken cabinet placed on the side of the build­ 
ing. which interpret the sj>eed of the wind 
and the approach of storms front different 
I*oints of the compass. 
A bronze mercury 
barom eter and a therm om eter tire suspended 
in tile indicator cabinet. 
In die center of the cabinet are instruc­ 
tions setting forth how to read lite weather 
for sum m er und autum n, winter and spring. 
All the changes for these divisions are so 
plain that any one can readily understand 
them . 
T he weather indicator attracts atten­ 
tion. and in all probability will lie frequently 
consulted.

Solomon Brown, of Kingston, died at I 
o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Brown was horn 
October 4, 1804. 
He was a Bon of Seth 
Brown, of Salem, W ashington County. 
He 
received a common school education. 
W hen 
a young man he went to Rochester City aud 
learned the trade T)f a hatter. 
He took a trip 
on the first railroad passenger train in regular 
service iii America, running between Albany 
and Schenectady. 
In 1882 Brown came to 
Ulster .County and entered the hotel business 
as a partner of Thomas Clark, his uncle. For 
a short 
time 
lie 
ran 
upon 
a 
steam ­ 
boat 
upon 
the 
Hudson 
River, 
hut 
soon drifted hack into tile hotel business. In 
1840 lie took charge of the Ulster County 
House, which stood near Ute Court House, 
Kingston. 
In 1847 he was proprietor of the 
Scbryver H otel, on Clinton avenue. 
In 1849 
he wa-; proprietor of the Mansion House. 
Rondout. In 1858 he perm anently located at 
the Kingston Hotel, on Crown street, Kings 
ton. 
I ds house was the {dace of notable 
gatherings. 
Here lite m ilitary had their 
famous 
balls. 
Brown 
was 
a 
favorite 
with 
m ilitary 
men. 
being 
a 
friend 
of General Samson, Colonel P ratt and others. 
At ids house the Judges of the Supreme 
Court and many lawyers stopped. 
Brown 
was a man of few words, but he was king in 
his own hotel. 
He was strict iii observing 
the law ou Sundays. He was possessed of ereut 
m uscular strength. It is suid lie never struck 
am ati. 
W hen lie wished to quell a disturb­ 
ance he laid hands unon the offender and if 
be deserved it carried or threw him outside 
the door. 
Mr. Brown was a tem perate man 
in ail hi* habits. 
He was passionately fond 
of music, was att excellent singer, and for 
years was President of the Ulster County 
Musical 
Association, 
He was u patriotic 
man. 
D uring the Mar he visited the froul 
twice as the guest of the Old Twentieth Regi­ 
ment, of Ulster County. 
Mr. Brow n was a 
wiirm 
advocate 
of 
the claims of 
lite 
soldier. 
He 
would 
say “ But 
for my 
age 
I 
would 
have 
teen 
a 
soldiers. 
I was there duriug the war. 
I 
know the hardships soldiers encountered. 
I 
know how they fought. 
I passed over a lait- 
tle-fleld, and I never wunt to see another. 
They deserve everything a Nation can do for 
them .” 
Mr. Brown married Miss Belindu 
H am er iii 1885. 
There is no living issue. 
Mrs. 
Brown died some years ago. 
Mr. 
Brow ti retired from active business 20 yours 
ago. 
His ileal th wus good, aud lie w aspbv- 
sieally strong until uixnit two year* ago. 
Mince then lie has twen an invalid, gradually 
wasting away. 
The funeral will be beld 
from his residence ut 2 30o’clock to morrow 
afternoon; interment private.
